The  First  Meeting  of  the  Southampton  Conference  was  held  on  Saturday,  June  8th, 
1850.  The  Conference  was  opened  by  singing,  and  prayer  by  Lorenzo  Snow. 
Officers  present — Lorenzo  Snow,  of  the  Quorum  of  Twelve,  6 Elders,  6 Priests,  1 
Teacher,  and  2 Deacons.  It  was  unanimously  resolved  that  Elder  T.  B.  H.  Sten- 
house  take  the  Presidence  of  the  Meeting,  and  that  J.  Shepherd  act  as  Secretary. 
Business  commenced  with  the  representation  of  the  Branches,  as  follows :

After  which  it  w as  resolved,— That  the  Saints  in  Blandford  be  organized,  and  called 
the  Blandford  Branch  ; and  that  Priest  Spiller  be  ordained  an  Elder,  and  preside 
over  it.  Several  Bretluren  were  then  appointed  to  receive  the  Priesthood.  Ee- 
solved,— That  Br.  Bench  be  Treasurer  for  the  Perpetual  Emigration  Fund.  Several 
Members  were  excommunicated  for  misconduct,  after  which  the  meeting  adjourned 
till  Sunday  morning. 

Swtday. — Meeting  commenced  at  eleven  o’clock  by  singing  and  prayer.  Elders 
Snow  and  Stenhouse  occupied  the  time  addressing  the  saints.  Adjourned  till  half- 
past two,  when  the  Saints  re-assembled.  Resolved,— That  the  Saints  in  the  Queen’s 
Forest  be  organized,  and  called  the  Queen’s  Forest  Branch ; and  that  Priest  Keaton 
be  ordained  an  Elder,  and  preside  over  it.  Resolved, — That  the  Council  see  that 
Sister  Stenhouse  be  provided  for  while  her  h\isband  is  gone  on  a mission  to  Italy. 
Meeting  again  adjourned  till  half-past  six,  when  Elders  Snow,  Margetts  and  Sten- 
house ^dressed  ^e  meeting.  The  Conference  closed  by  a benediction  from  Elder 
Snow.  The  spirit  of  love,  union  and  peace  prevailed  during  the  whole  of  the  pro- 
ceedings.

CoivnT  said “ The  prospects  in  Chichester  are  somewhat  better 
latdy  Many  people  are  reading  the  tracts,  and  seem  much  interested 
in  the  truth.  But  I have  had  much  to  contend  against;  m a cathedral 
town  the  people  are  bound  down  by  priestcraft,  and  are  afraid  to  obey  the 
Suel  foi  feL  of  losing  their  livelihood-however,  I believe  hat  a great 
work  will  be  done  there.  I expect  to  baptize  some  when  I retnm. 

T'Mer  Smith  Said “ The  prospect  in  Winchester  is  not  good  ; but  if  a 
goS^man  was  sent  there,  I know  there  are  many  good  people  who  would 
obey  the  Gospel— there  are  a few  good  saints  thme  who  are  willing  to  do 
S toey  cTto  help  it  on.  The  prospects  in  Bittern  are  very  bad  at 
pmsent ; I hear  they  have  got  a room  more  m the  village,  perhaps  they 
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may  do  better  now,  but  I am  afraid  they  will  not  baptize  any  for  some 
time.” 

Elder  Wilkie  said  : — “ The  saints  in  Landport  are  in  good  standing, 
and  their  hearts,  moved  upon  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  do  his  will  upon 
the  earth,  are  determined  to  roll  forth  his  mighty  purposes  in  the  six 
months  to  dome — I pray  that  it  may  be  so.” 

Elder  Gale  said  : — “ I cannot  give  very  good  prospects  of  doing  a great 
deal.  The  people  are  much  scattered ; at  the  same  time  I believe,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  a few  more  will  be  gathered  out.  I preach  often  in  the 
village  of  No  Man’s  Land,  where  some  are  reading  the  tracts ; but  I do 
not  know  if  I shall  have  the  room  much  longer.  I am  happy  to  say, 
however,  that  the  saints  are  united,  and  endeavour  to  keep  the  command- 
ments of  God.” 

Elder  Keaton  said  : — “ Beloved  brethren,  I rejoice  much  in  having  the 
opportunity  of  standing  before  j'ou,  to  let  you  know  how  I have  suc- 
ceeded in  the  new  field  of  labour,  to  which  I was  lately  sent  by  Elder 
Dunbar.  It  is,  however,  impossible  for  me  to  find  language  to  express 
my  present  feelings  ; but  I would  just  say,  the  Lord  has  indeed  been 
kind  to  me,  especially  on  this  last  mission — he  has  opened  up  my  way 
in  a marvellous  manner.  I arrived  in  Guildford  without  a half-penny 
in  my  possession,  a perfect  stranger ; but  I put  my  trust  in  God — I had 
confidence  he  would  open  my  way,  and  he  has  done  it.  I have  organized 
a branch  of  17  Members,  who  enjoy  much  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the 
gifts  and  blessings  of  the  Spirit.  The  ministers  are  doing  all  they  can  to 
stop  the  work,  but  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  men  and  devils  it  shall  roll 
on.” 

Elder  Silver  said : — “ The  Lord  has  greatly  blessed  me  also  in  my 
travels  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the  Son  of  God,  although  I have  not  bap- 
tized quite  so  many  as  I should  have  wished.  You  are  aware  that  I was 
sent  to  a new  field  of  labour — well,  I have  been  much  tried  by  the  devil: 
but  I know  it  is  the  work  of  God  I am  engaged  in,  and,  by  the  assistance 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  I am  determined  to  bring  my  fellow  men  to  a know- 
ledge of  the  truth.  I have  only  baptized  three;  but  many  good  people 
are  inquiring,  and,  if  I remain  there,  I believe  a good  work  will  be 
done.” 

Elder  Spiller  said : — “ Two  months  ago  I was  sent  to  my  present  field 
of  labour  without  money  or  friends ; but  the  Lord  has  opened  the  hearts 
of  the  people,  so  that  I have  had  those  things  necessary  for  my  support. 
There  seems  to  be  many  honest  people  who  are  desiring  the  truth,  but 
are  afraid  to  obey  it.  I have  sown  much  seed,  and  believe  it  will  take 
root  and  bring  forth  fruit  in  due  time.” 

Priest  Aurther  said  : — “ The  prospects  are  not  so  good  as  I should 
like ; but  I have  sown  the  seed,  and  believe  that  it  will  be  like  the  bread 
cast  upon  the  waters,  and  will  be  seen  after  many  days.” 

Elder  Wild  said : — “ The  prospect  is  vety  bad ; some  of  the  saints  are 
not  very  faithful,  and  very  few  seek  after  the  truth.  I sometimes  have 
a visit  from  some  of  the  hireling  priests,  but  I generally  give  them  their 
answer.  I pray  that  the  Spirit  of  God  may  diiect  me  continually,  so 
that  I may  be  enabled  to  do  my  duty.  I desire  the  prayers  of  the  saints, 
as  I am  very  weak  and  unlearned.” 
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lUiSolved That  Priest  Arther  be  ordained  an  Elder,  and  travel  in 
Salisbury,  Bedlinch,  and  adjacent  villages.

SUNDAY  MOBNING. 

Meeting  opened  at  a quarter  to  eleven,  by  singing  and  prayer.  ^ 
Elder  Dunbar  said : — “ Dear  Brethren  in  the  Priesthood  and  Saints, 
It  is  with  feelings  of  gratitude  to  God  my  Father  that  I stand  before  you 
this  morning.  I feel  very  unwell,  and  weak  in  body ; but  when  I look 
around  me,  and  see  the  array  of  strength  upon  this  platform,  I

Elder  Donbab  arose  and  said “ I think  we  have  now  transacted  all 
the  business  necessary  to  he  brought  before  you;  I will  therefore  say  a 
tew  words  upon  another  subject.  You  are  awme,  by  this  time,  that  1 
intend  taking  my  departure  from  this  land,  and  going  to  ''“Y-ii 
the  mountains.  I will  not  multiply  words  upon  the  subject,  but  merely 
say,  that  the  sum  of  money  promised  will  not  be  enough,  and  would 
therefore  wish  the  saints  to  make  every  effort  to  raise  some  more  in  the 
two  weeks  that  remain.  And  now,  brethren  and  sisters,  I withdraw  from 
the  Presidency  of  the  Southampton  Conference.  My  successor,  Elder 
Rostron,  is  present— I -will  read  his  appointment. 

Elder  Dunbar  then  read  his  appointment,  after  which  it  was— 

Resolved  unanimously.— That  Elder  Rostron  be  received  as  President 
of  the  Southampton  Conference.  , , d \ 

Elder  Ddnbab  then  continued  and  said  (turning  round  to  Elder  B.) 

“ I consider  it  right  to  say,  that  the  Priesthood  in  this  Conference  are 
good  men:  you  have  only  to  give  them  a hint  of  what  you  wish  done, 
and  without  any  objections  they  will  do  it.  I have  spent,  indeed,  a 
pleasant  time  in  thePortsea  Council;  all  is  peace-no  contention ; every 
one  anxious  to  learn  ;-and  although  I have  not  said  to  them,  Fe  sAoB 
do  so  and  so,  they  have  always  with  readiness  earned  out  my  plans,  md 
seemed  to  consider  that  I knew  best  what  would  be  the  means  of  rolling 
on  the  work  of  God.  And  now  I would  say,  brethren,  uphold  and 
sustain  your  future  President  as  you  have  sustained  me,  and  aU  wiU  be 

well;  and  I will  predict  that  a great  work  will  be  done  in  this  Conference; 

and  next  half-year’s  Conference  yon  wUl  have  baptized  160  or  200  indi- 
viduals into  the  Church.  May  God  bless  you  all,  and  enable  us  to 
stand,  so  that  we  may  meet  in  Zion  1 The  rest  of  the  time  I will 

leave  for  Elder  Gates  to  occupy.” 

Eldeb  Gates  then  arose  and  said : — Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  I 
have  been  much  edified  and  instructed  in  listening  to  your  reports. 
Although  you  are  strangers  to  me,  I find  you  arc  not  strangers  to  the 
order  and  spirit  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  Union  and  love  seeni  to  pre- 
vail  among  this  people,  which  reflects  great  honour  on  Sitter  Dunbar, 
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and  shows  he  has  done  his  duty  well.  While  sitting  here,  my  mind  has 
been  carried  away  far  from  this  place,  and  led  to  dwell  on  circumstances 
which  occurred  some  years  ago.  I looked  back  to  the  time  when,  nine- 
teen years  ago,  I received  the  Gospel  as  restored  in  this  last  dispensation 
of  time  Scenes  long  since  passed  came  fresh  before  my  mind.  You 
may  think  you  suffer  and  sacrifice  a great  deal  in  this  country,  but  you 
know  little  about  it.  The  saints  in  America  have  been  called  to  place 
their  all  on  the  altar  of  sacrifice,  even  to  life  itself.  I have  myself  been 
tried  for  my  life  for  saying  very  little  more  than  what  some  of  your 
Elders  have  said  many  times,  namely,  that  God  had  set  to  his  hand  to 
build  up  his  kingdom,  never  to  be  cast  down  or  left  to  other  people,  but 
break  in  pieces  every  other  kingdom,  and  fill  the  whole  earth.  Although 
these  statements  are  to  bo  found  in  the  Bible,  because  we  believed  in 
them,  it  excited  the  jealousy,  envy  and  anger  of  wicked  men ; for  this  we 
have  been  called  to  suffer  all  the  time.  The  sainte  have  been  driven  from 
state  to  state,  plundered  and  robbed,  and  many  liave  laid  down  their 
lives.  Yea,  I have  seen  our  beloved  prophet  and  patriarch  bidding  fare- 
well to  the  saints  in  Nauvoo,  when  going  full  of  life  to  Carthage,  and 
carried  back  dead — a noble  martyr  to  the  cause  of  truth ! And  now, 
after  the  saints  have  been  driven  more  than  a thousand  miles  from  civi- 
lization among  the  snow-clad  mountains,  and  I look  upon  Zion  rising 
in  strength,  I feel  to  rej'oice  in  the  God  of  Israel.  I was  pleased  with  the 
remarks  made  by  Elder  Dunbar  regarding  the  saints  in  the  valley  being 
the  first  to  start  the  Emigration  Fund.  They  at  first  thoiight  of  gathering 
the  saints  who  had  been  driven  from  Nauvoo ; but  the  Spirit  moved  upon 
the  heart  of  Brigham  Young  to  make  it  perpetual  and  universal — to 
extend  it  to  the  poor  of  all  nations,  until  all  are  gathered  to  Zion,  and 
receive  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings  in-the  house  of  the  Lord.  Let 
the  rich  give  of  their  abundance  to  assist  in  gathering  the  poor,  and  they 
shall  be  saved.  Although  the  Scriptures  say  it  is  hard  for  a rich  man  to 
enter  the  kingdom,  it  is  not  because  it  is  a sin  to  have  riches,  but  because 
tliey  generally  turn  men’s  hearts  from  God.  Let  the  saints  be  faithful, 
and  tliey  shall  receive  celestial  riches  which  will  not  fade  away.  I am 
glad  to  hear  that  Elder  Dunbar  is  about  to  go  up  to  Zion — not  to  sit 
at  ease,  don’t  think  it  for  a moment — he  is  j’ust  going  to  get  his  house 
built,  and  his  family  settled,  and  go  to  school  awhile,  and  he  will  scarcely 
have  done  so  when  he  will  be  sent  to  other  nations  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
I feel  interested  in  his  emigration,  because  I believe  the  Spirit  says  to 
him,  ‘ Go.’  He  has  laboured  faithfully  for  about  ten  years,  and  he  is 
worthy  to  go.  But  the  sum  you  have  promised  to  raise  will  not  be 
enough  to  do  it;  he  would  have  to  stay  in  St.  Louis,  and  very  likely  die 
there ; and  I am  sure  you  would  not  like  to  hear  of  it  for  the  sake  of 
raising  a few  pounds  more  to  take  him  all  the  way : in  fact,  I know  that 
Elder  Richards  would  not  allow  him  to  start  unless  he  had  sufficient ; 
therefore  set  to  with  all  your  might,  and  raise  what  is  deficient.  He 
cannot  go  with  less  than  £60,  independ(ait  of  his  expenses  in  fitting  out 
here ; if  you  can  raise  more  he  requires  it.  I would  say,  however,  ‘ Go, 
brother  Dunbar,  with  that  araoimt,  and  may  God  open  up  you  way !’ 
Amen.” 

Meeting  closed  at  two  o’clock. 
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EVENING  MEETING. 

The  Meeting  opened  by  singing  and  prayer,  at  five  o’cloek.  Elder 

Dunbar  then  introduced  Er.Eostron  to  the  saints  as  their  future  President 

Elder Eosiron  arose  and  said  “Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  it  does 
me  good  to  meet  with  you  this  evening;  but,  like  others  who  have  spoken 
to-day,  I have  not  language  to  express  my  feelings  properly.  » « only 
a few  days  since  I received  notice  of  my  appointment  to  succerf  Elder 
Dunbar  in  the  Presidency  of  the  Southampton  Conference-  and  I must 
sav  when  I did  receive  it,  my  feelings  wore  somewhat  peculiar,  knowing 
that  I was  about  to  leave  my  home,  and  seek  one  among  strangers ; but 
since  I came  among  you  my  heart  has  been  cheered,  and^  I have  been 
much  pleased  in  attending  this  Conference,  to  see  the  union  and  good 
order  which  has  prevailed  during  the  day,  and  to  hear  that  the  prospects 
of  spreading  the  Gospel  and  baptizing  are  good,  I, 
own  weakness  in  taking  such  a responsibility;  yea,  I feel  that  I require 
the  assistance  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Almighty  to  enable  mo  to  do  the  work 
renuired  at  my  hands.  Without  the  Spirit  of  God  wo  can  of  ourselves  do 
no  good  thing.  Men  have  been  trying  for  generations  past  to  bring  about 
unity  • but  they  have  failed— they  could  not  do  it ; they  wanted  a great 
centre  point  to  rally  round;  they  required  the  Spirit,  and  a prophets 
voice  to  guide  them,  without  which  contention  and  disunion  increases. 

But  I will  not  take  up  your  time  this  evening,  ns  I shall  have  other  op- 
portunities of  addressing  you.  Brethren  and  sisters,  give  me  as  much 
if  your  confidence  as  you  can,  until  I prove  myselt  worthy  of  more;  but 
I feel  that  if  we  carry  out  the  plans  and  order  laid  down  by  Elder  Dunbar 
that  all  wiU  go  right;  and  the  work  will  prosper  in  our  hands. 

Elders  Budge  and  Smith  also  offered  a few  interesting  remarks,  atlor 
which  Elder  Gatos  spoke  at  some  length,  stating  his  experience,  and  gave 
some  account  of  his  acquaintance  with  Joseph  Smith,  the  prophet ; said 
he  knew  liim  to  bo  a man  of  God,  and  those  who  said  to  the  contrary 
were  liars.  His  remarks  were  powerful  and  instructive. 

Elder  Dunbar  then  read  the  total  report  of  the  Conference,  and  said:— 
“ Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  you  hear  by  the  report  that  since  last  Con- 
ference we  have  baptized  116  persons  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  Some 
years  ago  this  would  have  been  considered  a groat  work;  .and  when  1 
consider  that  these  men  around  me  have  been  the  instruments  of  doing 
it  I feel  that  it  is  a marvellous  work  and  a wonder;  some  of  them  can 
nkther  read  nor  write,  so  that  the  words  of  the  prophet  have  been  fulfilled, 
that  the  wisdom  of  the  great  and  mighty  should  be  brought  to  nought. 
Our  Conference  is  now  at  an  end  till  you  receive  notice  to  meet  again. 
I shall  most  likely  preach  what  is  called  a farewell  discourse  the  last 
Sunday  of  this  month.  To  the  brethren  who  are  about  to  go  to  their 
several  fields  of  labour,  good  bye,  and  God  bless  you  ! May  we  stand. 

Officers  present: — SSeventies,  18  Elders,  13  Priests,  14  Teachers,  and 

Conference  closed  at  nine  o’clock,  with  a benediction  from  Elder  Gates. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  make  any  remarks  reg.arding  the  union,  order  and 
love  that  prevailed  during  this  Conference — it  will  long  be  remembeied 
by  the  saints  when  wrifings  will  not  be  found.
